I.—All orders whatever for the government and regulation of the

decisions are delivered through their Chairman to the different 
offieers of the establisnment. 


A]! branches of Music are taught in the Academy, and Students 
may choose any one of these for their principal study. Should 
the branch for which a Male Student enters be Composition, 
Organ, Pianoforte, or Harp, he may be required to learn, in 
addition, any orchestral instrument the Committee may choose 
for him. 

All Students are required to learn Harmony, and Pianoforte. 

All are required to attend the Sight- Singing Class, and, when 
competent, to take part in the Orchestral and Choral P vactices, 
in the Quartet and Accompaniment Classes, and in all public 
performances of the Academy. 

If the branch for which a Student enters be Singing, he or 
she is required to attend the Elocution Class. 


No Student can be admitied who does not purpose to remain for 
at least a year in the Academy. 


III.— The academic year consists of Thirty-Six weeks, divided into three 


Terms :—In 1890-91, the Michaetinas Term of Twelve weeks, the 
Lent Term of Eleven weeks, and the Midsummer Term of Thirteen 
weeks. The Michaelmas Term commences on Thursday, 25th 
September, and closes on Wednesday, 17th December 1890; the 
Lent Term commences on Thursday, Sth January, and closes on 
Wednesday, 25th March 1891, and the Midsummer Term com- 
mences on Thursday, 30th April, and closes on Wednesday, 
29th July 1891. 
The Fee payable on application for the Entrance Examination 
1 Guinea. Successful Candidates pay as an Entrance Fee a 
further sum of 4 Guineas, The Fee for the entire course of Study 
is 11 Guineas per Term. 

The Course of Instruction includes Two Weekly Lessons in a 
Principal Study; one in a Second Study, when deemed. desirable by 
the Principal: one in Eloeution, for Singers; and the advantages of 
the Sight-Singing Class, the Violin Quartet and Accompaniment 
Classes and the Orchestral and Choral Practices. 

An extra Fee of 4 Guineas a Term for One Lesson a Week, 
or 7 Guineas a Term for Two Lessons a Week, is paid by 
Students who pursue an additional Principal Study.

V.-—The Operatic Class, for the Study of the lyrical drama, is open to 
composers, singers and accompanists. Students already accepted 
in the Academy are admitted to this Class on payment of an 
additional fee of 1 Guinea a Term. Students who discontinue 
their General Studies may remain in this Class on payment of a 
lee of 9 Guineas a Term. 


VI.-—The Classes for the English, Italian, French and German 
languages may be attended by the Students on payment of an 
additional fee of 1 Guinea a Term for any class. 

The Class for Deportment may be attended by the Students 
on payment of an additional Fee of Half-a-Guinea a Term.

and for the Half-Te pm, on Monday, Srd November, and Saturdays

with a recommendation from a Subscribing Member, Fellow, 
Associate, Honorary Member, Local Representative or Licentiate.

VIII.—Students are required on entering the Academy to sign an 
Acreement binding themselves to keep all the rules of the 
Academy, to obey those in authority over them, strictly to carry 
out the course of study appointed by the authorities of the 
Academy, and to attend for that purpose the whole aeademie 
year. 'Phe Father or Guardian of the Student will be required 
to sign a minute of approval appended to the Agreement binding 
him to pay the fees for the year. Students who are members of 
the Band or Choir must attend all Orchestral and Choral Practices 
and Rehearsals; and every Student, without exception, must attend 
all Public Performances whether or not they be members of the 
Band or Choir. 

IX.—As a mark of particular distinction advanced Students are 
appointed Sub-Professors and n quired to eive instruction in the 
Academy under the supervision of their own Protessors. This 
appointment is for 2 period not exceeding three years, and is 
relinquished if the student leave the Academy betore the expiration 
of the period. 

X.—No Student is allowed to undertake any publie engagement with- 
out the sanction of the Principal. 


XI.—No Student is allowed to publish any Composition without the 
sanction of the Principal, and a copy of all Compositions published 
with his sanction must be presented to the Library of the 
Academy.

XII.—Any infringement or violation of the Regulations, or any dis- 
creditable or improper aed will subjeet the Student, at the 
discretion of the Committee, to dismissal from the Institution. 


XTIT.—On leaving the Academy, or during the Term next after leaving, 

Students may unde reo an Examination. If the Examination prove 

satisfactory they w ill receive a Certificate of their qualification. 

Pupils w ho have not studied for more than a year in the Academy 

shall not be considered eligible for this E: xamination. Applications 

on this subject cannot be received later than the next Term after a 
pupil leaves the Institution.

This will be open for competition in January by British-born 
Candidates, between the ages of fifteen and twenty-one years upon 
the day fixed for the beginning of the Examination in Musical Com- 
position, and will be awarded for promise in Musieal Composition. 
Certificates of birth must be produced. A tee of One Guinea must 
be paid by each Candidate on entering his or her name for competition. 








Competitors must pass an Examination in general education 
before entering the Musical Competition, the subjects of which are 
the same as for the Sterndale Bennett Scholarship. Exemption from 
this Examination can only be obtained from the Committee of 
Management on production of such a certificate or evidence as they 
may think fit, and Candidates who have already passed a similar 
Examination, or have attained such a position at school or college as the 
Committee may determine to be sufficient, may also be exempted. 

The successful Candidate is entitled to three years’ tuition at the 
Royal Academy of Music. In cases of exceptional talent or promise 
this period may be extended to one year more. The holder of the 
Scholarship is ineligible for a second competition. 

The Trustees are empowered to hand over, or otherwise deal with 
at their discretion, to the holder of the Scholarship any balance that 
may remain in their hands.
